Section 1. HEALTHY IOWANS TOBACCO TRUST == APPROPRIATIONS
TO DEPARTMENTS. There is appropriated from the healthy lowans
tobacco trust created in section 12.65 to the following
departments for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2006, and
ending June 30, 2007, the following amounts, or so much
thereof as iIs necessary, to be used for the purposes
designated:

1. To the department of human services:

a. To supplement the medical assistance program
10 appropriations for the fiscal year, including for
11 reimbursement of noninstitutional medical assistance providers
12 with the exception of anesthesia and dental providers and to
13 continue the resource=based relative value system of
14 reimbursement based upon the reimbursement rates established
15 for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2006, and ending June
16 30, 2007, pursuant to 2006 lowa Acts, House File 2734, if
17 enacted; for reimbursement of dental services, hospitals, home
18 health care services, critical access hospitals, expansion of
19 home health care services and habilitative day care for
20 children with special needs, and expansion of respite care
21 services provided through home and community=based waivers
22 based upon the reimbursement rates established for the fiscal
23 year beginning July 1, 2006, and ending June 30, 2007,

To leverage funding from other sources to establish a
competitive %rants program to expand the availability of
before and after school programs:

All school districts shall be eligible to apply for a grant
from the program. Grant applications shall be assessed by the
department based on whether the application targets at=risk
children; demonstrates partnerships and collaboration with
not=for=profit community organizations; indicates that the
school district and organization have qualified staff and
training for the program; provides for a safe and engaging
environment; combines academic, enrichment, cultural, and
recreational activities in year=round, age=appropriate
activities; provides for no less than a 20 percent local
match; and demonstrates that the school district is able to
sustain the program after the grant iIs exhausted. The types
of activities supported by a school district applying for a
grant may include but are not limited to tutoring and
supﬁlementing instruction in basic skills, such as reading,
math, and science; drug and violence prevention curricula and
counseling; youth leadership activities; volunteer and service
learning opportunities; career and vocational awareness
preparation; courses and enrichment in arts and culture;
computer instruction; character development and civic
participation; language instruction, including English as a
second language; mentoring; positive interaction with law
enforcement; supervised recreation programs; or health and
nutrition programs.

Sec. 7. ENDOWMENT FOR IOWA®"S HEALTH ACCOUNT == TRANSFER.
In addition to the amount transferred pursuant to section
12E.12, subsection 1, paragraph 'b', subparagraph §2),
subparagraph subdivision (b), $13,750,000 is transferred from
the endowment for lowa®"s health account of the tobacco
settlement trust fund created in section 12E.12 to the healthy
lowans tobacco trust created in section 12.65 for the fiscal
year beginning July 1, 2006, and ending June 30, 2007.
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
